Undoubtedly it is a peep show box. 
They often had multiple viewing lenses 
so that several people could ‘peep’ at the 
same time. The operator may have had 
draw-strings at the side of the cabinet 
to change the images inside, or even a 
crank handle with images mounted on 
a rollerblind type of substrate so that 
again, images could be moved inside. 
The device with the chimney that looks 
like a magic lantern is the oil-powered 
illumination for the viewing cabinet. It 
would have a lamp similar to a magic 
lantern oil lamp that would improve the 
brightness of the images.

Your letter in the latest issue of the Magic 
Lantern Society’s newsletter about the New 
York State Department of Visual Instruction 
lantern slides you just acquired caught 

my attention. I am a museum professional 
researching how the reputation and fame of 
the early 19th century American landscape 
painter, Thomas Cole (1801-48), was 
perpetuated by the lantern slides that were 
made of his paintings around the turn of the 
20th century. You are probably aware of the 
set of four lantern slides that show up in the 
marketplace from time to time that reproduce 
Cole’s famous, allegorical series, ““The 
Voyage of Life,” which are in my institution’s 
permanent collection and are the primary 
focus of my research. 


Some time ago I came across an online 
reference from one of the University of the 
State of New York’s Education Dept. Bulletins 
(in a section titled “American Paintings’’) 
listing two other paintings by Cole, “In the 
Catskills” and “Roman Aqueduct” that the 
NYS Educ. Dept. produced as lantern slides. 
My hunch 1s that these two slides were 

made from paintings in the collection of The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art that how have 
different titles. I wanted to send you the link 
to this reference and am embarrassed to say 
that I can’t find it again online. I must be 
using an incorrect or out-of-date URL, and 
the State’s online resources are something of 
a maze.

Hi Paul, 
Thanks for your query. 


Perhaps the state of the NY Archives online maze 
is one of the reasons I’m unaware of any serious 
research as yet into the wonderful and extensive 
production of lantern slides by the NY Department 
of Visual Instruction. And I doubt that more than 

a fraction of the collection has yet been scanned. 
As I believe the archives has nearly all of the 
department;s slides in storage, there is certainly a 
thesis, if not several, waiting there in Albany. 


I’ve been both a collector and dealer of the slides for 
nearly 20 years and have handled a few thousand in 
that span prior to my recent purchase of 10,000 or so 


10 


out of a Schenectady area estate. Briefly, my 
observation is that they were in production 
from roughly 1895 to the late 1930s, around 
the introduction of the less-cumbersome 
Kodak slide film in the 35mm format. 


I am only about a quarter of the way through 
sorting the recent lantern slides purchase, but 
already have seen at least a few dozen with 
the “American Painting” titled series. And 

I have probably seen at least 200-300 more 
of related series, “Dutch Painting,” “Spanish 
Painting,” etc. Since my collecting interest is 
primarily in its photographic slide production, 
I did not look at any of these too thoroughly, 
though I did pull a couple dozen hand colored 
ones from the American Painting series for 
my inventory, which I priced $3-$4 each 
with some resell last Fall. The remainder that 
didn’t go into inventory now reside in a large 
bin in my basement, perhaps to be bulked out 
at 25 cents each some where down the road. 


Unfortunately, I did not specifically notice 
any by Cole, though I did see several with 
Metropolitan Museum attribution. As I sort 
through the rest, I shall keep my eyes open 
for you. In the meantime, 

if you’re ever in the D.C. area feel free to 
come by and dig for yourself--a standing 
invitation to any society member!
